de Sade, after hearing testimony that the holy 
bible, American detective story books and the 
daily newspapers were “just as shocking.” 


The public prosecuter has 
indicted a Paris publisher Jean 
Jacques Pauvert for “outrage 
to public morals" after he 
issued the complete works of 
Count Donatien Alphonse 
Francois Sade, otherwise known 
og the Illustrious marquis from 
whose name the word “sadism” 
fn detlved. 

A galaxy of outstanding 
Ilterary figures came to the 
defence of the publisher, to deny 
tho works were gullty of porno- 
araphy . 

Among the title were 
“Philosophy in the Boudolr,” 
and the "120 Days of Sodom." 


Owed Something 


Jean Paujhan, Director of the

Nor has he ever had,any use 
for Gerdhi’s dream of a ret 
to "n goklen age’ in which’ 
his countrymen could revel in 
the joys of the simpie life. 

He know that India must have 
factorics, efficient adminietra~- 
tion, ard a new society in which’ 
much of the trappings of thq 
Hindu religion, with its caste 
system, must go.

war cause, ‘He did and he spent 
much of the war In gaol, 


At the same dime, he Is 
acutcly aware of political 
realities. He has forced his 
middile-clots party to introduce 
the necessary social reforms by 
leaving them in no doubt that 
the alternative ls to ve forced 
out of existence. 

‘ He &nows that, in India, 
Communism must remain a very 
ecrlous challenge so Jong as the 
country remains poor and, 
though he counts Communists in 
the outside world, he gnols 
adem as often as he can in India,

E is aware that he could, for 
instance, take Goa at the 
drop of a hat and be cheered 
oy all India. But he hasn’t done 
it, for all his talk and for all 
the disturbances he has 
cornived at, And ono of the
